Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
September 12, 2003 has been entered. 



2. Applicant's explanation of the instant invention in pointing the difference with the 
cited prior art was found to be convincing to the Examiner. Additionally, Applicant's 
amendments of claims 1 - 3 and 35 - 45 corrects the problems noted in Paper No. 20, 
paragraphs 5-8 and accordingly, the rejection to claims 1 - 3 and 35 - 51 based on 35 
U. S. C. 103 (a) and double patenting is withdrawn. 



3. Claims 1 - 3 and 35 - 61 are now allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 - 3, 36 - 39, 41 - 45 and 52-61 recite, inter alia, a method of forming a 
semiconductor device comprising the step of performing a plasma treatment to the 
semiconductor island. The art of record does not disclose or anticipate the above 
limitation in combination with other claim elements nor would it be obvious to modify the 
art of record so as to form a device including the above limitation.

Claims 35 and 40 recite, inter alia, a method of forming a semiconductor device 
comprising the step of forming an interlayer insulating film over the gate electrode 
wherein the interlayer insulating film comprises silicon nitride and forming a resin 
material layer over the interlayer insulating film. The art of record does not disclose or 
anticipate the above limitation in combination with other claim elements nor would it be 
obvious to modify the art of record so as to form a device including the above limitation.
